2 . Clarity and interpretation of the claims (PCX 

Article 6) 

It should be noted that the term "armoring 
component for vehicle bodies" does not clearly and 
unambiguously define properties of a steel 
component. This term therefore cannot be used to 
distinguish the present subject matter from a 
conventional steel component for vehicle bodies. 

3. Novelty and inventive step (PCT Article 33) 



3.1 Dl (see claim 3) discloses a method of producing a 
component for vehicle bodies from a hardenable 
steel plate, said plate being heated homogeneously 
to a temperature of between 900°C and 950°C 
(austenitizing range), after which the plate (13)

is shaped in a compression molding die (15) to 
form a shaped component (8, 9) and then the shaped 
component (8, 9) is quenchhardened and tempered in 
the compression molding tool (15) . Dl therefore 
discloses all of the features of claim 1 . The 
method according to claim 1 is not novel. 

The method according to claim 2 is not novel for 
the same reasons as above. 

3.2 Dependent claims 3 to 11 contain only features 

that are either known from Dl or are considered to 
be conventional measures. The subjects of these 
claims therefore fail to meet the requirements of 
PCT Article 33. 
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
